Claims 34-37 and 52-56 
continue to be rejected for the same reasons of record. Applicant has provided a copy pages of "Current Protocols", cited In the 
application as Exhibit A and assert that it teaches the conditions shown as high stringency conditions. It is noted that the recited conditions 
are not necessarily the same as that in the Exhit, since no timing of steps is required. Further, applicant argues that highly stringent 
conditions provide for sequences that are at least 60-75% identical to the recited sequences. It is agreed that the conditions do include 
those that are more than 75% identical, for example, however there is no evidence In applicant arguements that the recited conditions 
would produce sequences that are 60% identical, for example. It is alos noted that although the claims recites some functional language 
that would require that the hybridized sequence share some broad characteristic of the recited sequence it does not exclude hybridized 
sequnces that may have that one characteriztic as well as others not described in the instant specification, for example. There is no 
evidence that the recited limitations necessarily limit the scope of the hybridized sequences as applicant asserts in their arguemnts. 
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
